Burglar Caught 


For the past two weeks a burglar 
has been plying his calling in Berkeley 
tod although the Marshal and his dep­ 
uties have been positive that the rob­ 
beries were committed by someone in 
town who wai familiar with the houses 
of the people, they were not able to 
lay their hands on him until last night. 
The numerous allusions to the robber­ 
ies and (he statements of the Advocate 
that the. Marshal was unable to capture 
the robbers, and that a Committee of 
Safety was necessary to rid the town 
of this terror, made the work of the 
officers much harder than it would 
otherwise have been, as Marshal Lloyd 
was afraid that the burglar would take 
alarm and leave the town before they 
could get any evidence against him. 
Marshal Lloyd had his suspicion as to 
who the burglar was, and his suspicion 
has been confirmed by the an est of 
the thief with his plunder, just as he 
was emerging from the place of his 
latest burglary. 


One week ago Marshal Lloyd noti­ 
fied his deputies that he desired them 
to patrol the town every night from 
dark until daylight and to be on hand 
at the different stations when the first 
train left in the morning. 
He divided 
the town up in districts which were 
patrolled by Deputies Rawson, Coey, 
Kerns, Esmond and himself. 
This 
patrolling has been kept up for over a 
week, the officers only getting an hour 
or two of sleep in the day time. 


On Tuesday evening last Marsha) 
Lloyd and Deputy 
Rawson while 
patrolling the town came across James 
Bradley at a late hour aud they be­ 
came convinced that he was the in­ 
dividual that they were after, so they 
kept* close watch upon him but could 
not obtain any evidence against him 
until sbout 3 c'clock this 
morning. 
Shortly 
before 
that hour 
Marshal 
Lloyd and Deputy Kerns were patrol­ 
ling Shattuck avenue near Dwight way 
when they saw a man come out of the 
shadows aud start up Blake street. 
They immediately followed him, keep­ 
ing in the shadows, until they saw him 
enter a house on the north side near 
Fulton street 
They then waited for 
him to return and soon 
after he 
emerged with a tablecloth which was 
rilled with silverware, bric-a-brac and 
linen. 
The officers closed in on him 
as he*emerged from the house and be­ 
fore he could realize, it he was a 
prisoner. 
He was at once taken to the 
lockup. 
The officers then went back 
tO Blake street and aroused Mr. C. C. 
Creeley and family, who had been un- 
. disturbed by the burglar and had them 
Jdetyify the plunder that had been 
found upon the burglar. 
There was 
also some stuff which' they did not 
' claim but an owner was found for it 
early this morning when a young man 
Came to Deputy Kerns and stated, that

For a couple of weeks past Captain 
C. L. Stork has been ailing a little but 
not enough to keep him from attend­ 
ing to his business at his meet store on 
University avenue, West Berkeley. A 
few days ago he begin to feel worse 
and a physician was called in and 
finally a second one was summoned. 
He appeared to be getting along pretty 
well until this morning when he sud­ 
denly got worse and expired at about 
2 o'clock a. m. 


Captain Stork was an old resident of 
Berkeley having lived at the West End 
some sixteen years where he had ac­ 
cumulated some property. 
A native 
of Germany, he came to the United 
States early and took part in the late 
Rebellion where he served with dis­ 
tinction having retired from the ser­ 
vice as a captain. 
He made friends 
wherever he might be and was highly 
respected by all who knew him. He 
was a model business man and wanted 
everything done with military precision. 
With innate uprightness and honesty 
he always did by others as he would 
have them do by him. His age was 
74 years and 7 months. 


To mourn his loss there is left be­ 
hind a loving wife and two sons. One 
of the latter resides at Mill Valley and 
the other at the family residence on 
University avenue, West Berkeley. 


Captain Stork was a member of Ger- 
mania Lodge No. it6, I. O. O. F., of 
San Francisco, and a member of Val­ 
ley Lodge Ancient Order of United 
Workmen.

There' has been a greal deal of 
talk about college as to who should be 
allowed to wear the regulation emblems 
on their sweaters, arid the tact that 
some freshmen came out with them on 
without any authority to do so brought 
the matter 10 a head 
The committee 
decided to change the regulation from 
the U. C. with an arrow through it to 
a plain, large C. on a blue sweater. 
Among the track athletes those who 
can wear the coveted decorations are 
those who have won a first, second or 
third place in either the American InJ 
tercollegiate games at Mott Haven, the 
Western intercollegiate games at Chi­ 
cago or the intercollegiate games with 
Stanford. Besides these, any that hold 
Pacific Coast or collegiate records. 


Among the football men, all those 
who 
play in a "Varsity game with 
Stanford, besides five others, who are 
chosen each year by the captain for 
their fidelity to the team, can sport the 
emblem. 


All members of the baseball team 
who play in a 'Varsity game with Stan­ 
ford, and two Others, chosen bv the 
captain, can wear the emblem. 


The 
tennis players do not have to 
play against Stanford to win the prize, 
but simply have to win the college 
championship, in singles or doubles, 
at the annual tdurnament on the cam­ 
pus. 
The members of the crew who 
are eligible will be left to the Boating 
Association, aft things are so uncertain 
in that field. 


Messrs. Blake and Hirst, the com­ 
mittee on grounds, reported^ that it 
would be possible to construct a quar­ 
ter mile track in the same position 
that the Uackjsjnjat present.

STOPPING RUNAWAY8. 


The Central Park Police Have a System 
or Their Own. 


Every mounted policeman connected 
with the Central park squad swears by 
his horse. No other animal, itrhls opin­ 
ion, is quite as good, sound or well 
trained for the ofttimes difficult work 
Which they are called uporj to perform. 
This pride in their horses has led to a 
friendly spirit of rivalry between the 
men, which is undoubtedly the cause of 
the excellence of the department The 
stopping of a runaway in the' drives or 
bridle paths is by no means an easy un­ 
dertaking. The comparatively few seri­ 
ous accitlents resulting from runaways, 
which during the greater portion of the 
year average more than 60 a month, 
speak well for the skill and daring of 
the mounted 
squad. 
Sergeant Egan, 
who has crraimiTnd of the sqnad, de­ 
clares that any one of his men can give 
" p ' s " and " q ' s " to any cowboy that 
ever straddled a horse. 


"We havo had 'cow punchers' in our 
ranks," said the sergeant, "who could 
pick up a handkerchief from tho ground 
while riding at breakneck speed, or 
throw a lasBO to perfection, but when 
it came to taking their lives in their 
bands in stopping a runaway they were 
'not in it' with eonie of our New York 
boys who never mounted a horso until 
they joined the squad. I'll warrant that 
any of my men will catch any runaway 
that ever started in the park. 
Would 
you like to see our system of stopping 
horses?" 


Baldwin was called in and the ser­ 
geant gave orders to have his horse sad­ 
dled. 
When all was in readiness, the 
two men rode down tho bridle path to 
give an illustration of the system which 
all the men have practiced and studied 
until they now have it down to perfec­ 
tion. 
Sergeant Egmi halted and Bald­ 
win, on his horse Harry, went down the 
path to get a good start. 
In a moment 
he came flying toward the sergeant on a 
dead gallop. 
Egau's horse prisked up 
his oars, airoady scenting tho work cut 
out for it. As Baldwin come nearer 
Egan's superb animal began to move 
with gradually increasing speed until 
the supposed runaway was alongside, 
and then it ran neck and neck with 
Baldwin's horse. 


Rpaching out, the sergeant grasped 
the bridle of Baldwin's horse, and his: 
own steed began to pull back, ooming 
to a complete standstill within ten 
yards. 
Several more trials were made, 
the men taking turns at stopping each 
other. "You see, they cannot get away 
from u s , " said the sergeant, "as our 
horses understand their business as well 
as the men. 
They never allow a run­ 
away to get past them. 
A-stern chase 
is often a long chase. 
Under the regu­ 
lations riders and drivers are allowed to 
move enly at a certain speed within the 
park. A rnnawary of course, always ex­ 
ceeds this pace, and the policeman's 
horse detects the rapid patter of hoofs 
as Quickly as he does himself."—New 
York Herald.

Some Anecdotes ef Bomphrey Marshall, 
Soldier and Congressman. 


Edward J. McDermotf, in an article 
entitled "Fun on the Stump" in The 
Century, relates the following: 


Just before the war Humphrey Mar­ 
shal] was a great debater in congress. 
During the war he was a Confederate 
general. Be was very large and stout— 
a veritable Palstaff. 
At the breaking 
out of the war he wrote to an officer of 
the north and warned him not to invade 
the snared soil of Kentucky, for if he 
did he would have to pass over the dead \ 
body of Humphrey Marshall. The north­ 
ern officer replied: "Dear general, we 
won't pass over your dead body. 
We 
prefer to tunnel through." 


After the war the general bad a good 
practice, but he was extravagant und 
often in need of money. 
Once he was 
dogged by a collector who had been put 
off dozens of times. At last the collector 
said: "General, yon have said to me 
time after time: 'I cannot pay you this 
week. Come next.' Now, I can't afford 
to be coming here all the time. 
You 
must fix the day. When will you be able 
to pay me?" 
"D—n it, sir," said the 
general, ' 'do you think I am a prophet-?'' 
When the general was running for 
congress against Mr. Blank, after the 
war, he tried to draw out Mr. Blank's 
exact opinions by a close debate on the 
sturffp. 
In such an intellectual conflict 
few men conld compete with Humphrey 
Marshall. Mr. Blank parried and fenced 
as well as he could. 
Finally Marshall 
said one evening in his ponderous tenes 
and impressive manner: 


"Fellow citizens, I have tried to pin 
Mr. Blank down and make him give me 
a fair statement of his opinions and 
principles, but he flits about BO nimbly 
that it is impossible to follow him in an 
argument 
In dodging a debate be re­ 
minds me of a bobolink flitting along a 
zigzag worm fence, bopping or flying, 
first on one side of the fence and tben 
on the other, nntil the mind is bewil­ 
dered, and it is impossible to tell on 
which side he is at any moment. "
